Churchill  Downs  and  Belmont  Addition 
(Bay  Meadows  Addition) 

Missoula  County 
January  24,  1985 
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The  name  of  the  initial  phase  of  the  project  has  been  changed  to  Bay  Meadows 
Addition.  Phase  I will  create  36  residential  single-family  lots  encompassing 
52  acres.  Lot  size  will  vary  from  1 to  1.4  acres  with  the  potential  for 
division  into  smaller  lots  whenever  central  water  and  sewer  services  become 
available.  Future  development  will  conform  to  the  base  data  provided  in  our 
initial  PER. 
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This  addendum  was  prepared  by  James  C.  McCauley  on  January  24,  1985. 
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A revised  location  map  is  attached. 
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Water  Quality,  Quantity  and  Distribution  - A central  community  water  system  is 
not  proposed  as  a part  of  Bay  Meadows  Addition.  Water  will  be  supplied  for 
domestic  and  irrigation  use  by  means  of  an  individual  well  on  each  lot. 
Information  has  been  submitted  which  substantiates  an  adequate  quantity  and 
quality  of  water  is  available. 

Individual  sewage  absorption  systems  are  proposed  instead  of  a central 
collection  and  treatment  system.  Individual  systems  will  still  provide  both 
primary  and  secondary  treatment.  A report  has  been  provided  which  addresses 
the  impact  of  several  individual  sewage  treatment  systems  upon  groundwater. 

No  impact  is  expected. 
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The  proposed  Bay  Meadows  Addition  does  not  provide  fire  protection  equivalent 
to  that  of  a central  water  system  with  storage  and  hydrants.  Individual  wells 
may  provide  limited  protection  from  minor  fires.
